THE GREAT FRESHET. 


EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE IN THE MONON- 
GARELA RIVER REGION. 


Vessels, Whartboats, Houses and Other 
Property Carried Away by the Raging 
Flood—Over $1,000,000 Damage—aA Fiery 
Horror—Burned to VDeath—A Fatal Fall 
—Casualties. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 11.—The freshet in the 
Monongahela River is almost unprecedented 
and great damage has-been done to the river 
craft and property all along the river from the 
headwaters to this city. The suddenness of 
the rise took the river men entirely una- 
wares and they were not prepared when the 
great volume of water burst upon them. 
Millions of feet of lumber, scores of coal 
craft, fenées, outhouses and coal 
tipples have been floating down the 
swift current for the last eighteen hours. 
The river at this point is still running, with 21 
feet 9 inches on the marks at 9o’clock, but it 
is reported as stationary with 4 feet at 
Greensboro, 4 hundred miles above this city. 
At every point between Greensboro and Pitts- 
burg the lowlands are under water and the 
residents have been compelled to live in the 
upper stories of their houses, and in some 
cases to seek the hills for safety. Many 
had not time to remove their goods, 
as the water rose at the rate of a 
foot an hour, and at Greensboro 82 
teet of a rise was recorded in 


less than thin#y-four bours. The damage to 
property canmot be estimated at present, but 
t will reach aWay up into the thousands. 


solitary barge which broke away yesterday 
caused over $5,000 damage, and this is but one 
little item. So far butone life has been re- 
ported lost, that of a man named George 
Getter, w struck by a parted cable and 
instautl ted. The scene along the river 
front this morning was one of great excite- 
ment. T banks were lined with people 
watchin debris as it was swept down 
the swift current. The river and coal 


men were on the alert, fearing that their craft 
would be torn from its moorings and as fast as 
one 2 would snap in twain it would be re- 
14 y afiother. Occasionally a floating 

vat, barge or tipple would strike one of the

Cincinnati. The greatest damage to river 
craft oceurfed between 1: o clock 
this morning and  daylignt. Shortly 
before 2 nok a large number of 
barges belonging to Jenkins & Co. came 
down the river trom the second pool and 
struck the Smithfield street bridge, the huge 
barges turning nf over end and breasting the 
towboat Bar in against the steamer 
Jacobs. Ever whistle on the river sounded 
the alarm, and as the livid rays of the electric 
lights swept ¢ fem side to side across the tur- 
bulent Sot resented awildsight.

The 
river men shouted and the whistles screamed 
to get an answer from any person who might 
be on the boat, but no re ~ gd came, and if the 
owners were on board an asleep, as some of 
the river men thought, they were swept down 
to inevitable destruction. 

WHARFBOAT SWEPT AWAY. 

Later the steamer George Wood broke her 
moorings above the Jenth street bridge and 
came drifting down the river, but was finally 
caught and towed to safe harbor. The ropes 
that held the half-sunken Cincinnati whart- 
boat, which the owners had been struggling 
for twelve hours to save, parted about this 
time, and the lumbersome craft was gg 
swoptaway. Afew minutes later a 
O’Neil’s barges and * * -x pieces belong - 
ing to Joseph Walton & Co. were cut from 
their moorings and carried down stream. 

‘*Polishtown,’’ located along the bank of the

By ni ten boat-houses 
had been sunk or caps — and several carried 
down the river. The families who moved out 
piled their goods up along the Lake Erie Rail- 
road, and then the men dH the best they could 
to secure the shanties, while the women 
watched their possess ons by the light ot wood 
fires. Little children crawled under pieces of 
furniture and slept on in blissful ignorance of 
the flood se" its incumbent cares,

BALFOUR OBJECTS. 


THE SECRETARY STRONGLY OPPOSED TO 
AN AUTUMN SESSION. 


An Important Order Regarding Evictions in 
Ireland—Tie Life Peerage Bill—A Grand 
Ball in Honor of the New Duchess of 
Marlborough—The Saltan of Turkey 
Alarmed—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lorpor, July .—Up to the moment Mr. 
Smith rose last night in the House of Com- 
mons to announce the intention of the Gov- 
ernment in regard to public business, much 
uncertainty prevailed on the subject. The 
members who had assembled in great force, 
anxious to hear the expected statement of the 
Government, had much difficulty in making 
up their minds as to an autumn session, 
although the question had been seriously dis- 
cussed by the Ministers for more than a week 
past. Balfour strongly opposed this, as it will 
make him directly responsible to Parliament 
during the winter and before the session is 

over he may be confronted in the Commons 
by Mr. Dillon. How sensitive Balfour is to 
public opinion about his resolute policy is 
shown by the instructions just sent out under 
his personal direction to the constabularly, 
ordering that in all important evictions likely 
to cause comment, reference should be made 
to divisional Magistrate Callen, before pro- 
tection is promised. Thus it appears that in 
evictions not likely to cause comment, the 
police are at liberty to do as they please. The 
decision of the Ministry respecting an 
autumn session indicates that Balfour has 
lost his influence in the Cabinet. The 
present departure will possibly lead to a 
radical change in the parliamentary sit- 
tings. It is not unlikely that an autumn session 
may become the rule, at all events, until Par- 
liament is relieved on the Irish business by 
passing a home rule bill. The present ar- 
rangement by which the House sits through 
the summer was made at a time when that 
body consisted almost exclusively of fox 
hunting squires.

THE EBRING WIFE WEEPS BUT WILL NOT 
RETURN. 


Latest Developments of the Moore-Norton 
Scandal—iInterviews With the Runaway 
Couple at Topeka—dJudge Laughlin and 
Mrs. Caswell Plead With Mrs. Norton—A 
New ‘Feature of the Case—The Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July II.— Henry W. Moore 


and Mrs. Norton still remain closely caged in 
room 41 at the Copeland. Officer Nichols was 
on duty all night last night 
at room 41. Moore and Mrs. Norton 
retired about 11:80 o’cloek, when 
the light was extinguished. The door re- 
mained closed, but unlocked, the officer main- 
taining his vigil close by in the hallway. 
Their room is on the third floor in the ex- 
treme southeast corner of the building 
with windows on the south and 
west sides. The room ig a small 
one rather plainly furnished. The City 
Marshal is being censured to some extent by 
preachers and others for permitting Moore 
and Mrs. Norton to occupy the same room in 
violation of the laws of the State. Mrs. Nor- 
ton declares, however, that she cannot be 
taken away from Moore. She will not 
permit him to leave her even for a few 
minutes. She addresses him in the most 
affectionate terms. She is of a very nervous 
Gisposition, but this morning she was more 
nervous and flighty than at any time during 
her imprisonment. Soon after they had taken 
breakfast she broke into tears, your 
correspondent and the officer being in the 
room atthetime. She buried her face in her 
haddkerchief and then jumping up from 
her chair suddenly she ran across 
the room to Moore, who was 
reclining on the bed and threw her arms 
around him. 

don't care how many mean things they 
gay about you Henry, I stili love you, she 
said. Then showering kisses upon his fore- 
head and lips she exclaimed: ‘‘Henry, they 
may putus in prison or do anything they 
piease but they cannot separate us, can 
they?“ 

HER COMPANION, 

Moore smiled but made noreply. He is feel- 
He has slept but 
very littie since they were arrested and is 
greatly fatigued. He no longer attempts 


to hide his irritability and inn 
fecling. He does not chat pleasantiy 
about the affair, as he did at 
first. He only deciares that he will not go 


back to St. Louis if he can help it, and when 
asked about the charges made by Norton, he 


flies inte a passion. While thus excited he 
frequently curses and speaks in 
the harshest terms of Norton and 
parties in St. Louis, who he 


says have proven to be traitors. While in 
these fits of passion Mrs. Norton will throw 
her arm around him and attempt to quiet 


him. She tells him that they may malign him 
if they choose, but they cannot harm 
him. He never loses an opportunity 


to deny the stories that he has heavy indebt- 
edness in St. Louis, Hedeciares that with 
the exception of twoor three outstanding 
bills ot little consequence and a note of $500 
not due until September, he owes nothing.

IN BEHALF OF MAXWELL. 


The Attorney Makes a Lengthy Argument 
Reviewing the Points in the Great Trial— 
Mrs, and Miss Brooks Attentive Listeners 
—Toe-Day the Governor's Birthday Ann“ 
versary—A Decision Expected To- Day. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON Cry, Mo., July 11.--Mr. Fauntie- 
roy began his argument before the Governor 
at 9o’clock this morning. The attorney was 
full ot feeling. His client’s interest was up- 
permost in his mind, so many reasons calling 
for executive clemency that Mr. Fauntleroy 
scarcely knew which to present first. The 
speaker was an adyocate of eapital punish- 
ment and thought it should be enforced when 
the condemned had had all the advantages of 
ot a fair and impartial trial, but, said he, 
**I have followed the Maxwell case from its 
inception through all its course up to the 
present hour, and I say to you that with me 
it is not a question of opinion, but in all good 
conscience I cin safely say that I know he has 
had no fair and impartial trial, and I further 
believe that your Excelleney will never per- 
mit a man, whether alien or citigen, to swing 
from the gallows except upon a verdict upon 
a fair and impartial trial. The dignity of our 
State will not permit it; public policy revolts 
against it; the civilization of our age and time 
stands aghast at the idea of the execution of a 
man according to the forms of law whose trial 
denied to him the privileges and rightg whieh 
the laws of the country acoord to every crim- 
inal brought before the bar of justice.’’ 

Mr. Fauntleroy read frequent passages trom 
the dissenting opinion of Judge Sherwood to 
show that the trial wae not a fair one and that 
Maxwell was denied the privileges which he 
was entitied to. He then alluded to the state 
of public feeling against Maxwell, caused in a 
great measure by the influenee of the press 
and the further fact that 

MAXWBLL WAS AN ALIER,

THE PREJUDICED JUROR. 

Mr. Fauntleroy dwelt at length upon the 
fact that in the trial court the defendant was 
deprived of the benefit of introducing evidence 
to prove former good character. He read 
from authorities to show that the 
benefit of good character was an important 
privilege that should not be denied. The 
right of a fair trial is a sacred one 
and should be zealously r by all 
trial courts, This right includes the selection 
Lot qualified jurors, as well as the questions of

A DARING DEED, 


Hanging by Her ‘Teeth to a Balloon a Mile 
High. 


| From the London Spectator. 


We greatly donbt the moral right of Miss 
Leona Dare, the aeronaut, who ascended from 
the Crystal Palace on Monday, torisk her life 
as she does, even for the sake of getting a liv- 
ing by the exhibition of her courage. Accord- 
ing to her own account, which was verified by 
60,000 spectators on Monday, she ascended a 
mile and a half into the air (8,000 meters is her 
own estimate), hanging to a balloon by her 
teeth, which are unusually strong. An iron 
bar is attached to a trapeze suspended from 
the car to one end of which an India rubber 
mouthpiece or ball of that substance has been 
fitted, Miss Dare puts her mouth over this, 
closes her teeth and is carried up by the 
balloon, gupported by her teeth alone. There

ascends, being, of course, trained to all 
acrobatic feats, through a trap-door in- 
to the basket. then the basket is

Whether real or assumed, Landgraf’s talk is 
certainly very rambling and queer, and his 
actions are just as peculiar. To all appear- 
ances he is just the same now as he has always 
been since his confinement, and the fact that 
he is to hang Friday does not appear to worry 
him particularly. 


MR. BASS, 
one of his attorneys,thinks the Criminal Court 
can make the Sheriff summon a jury to inquire 
into a doomed man’s mental condition and 
says he will make application to Judge Normile, 
either to-day in chambers or to-morrow in 
open court, to order the Sheriff to summon 
ury.

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THE COHEN KILLING. 


A Man Held Responsible Who Is Not Under 
Arrest. 


An inquest was held this morning on the 
body of Michael Cohen, who died atthe City 
Hospital Sunday afternoon from the effects of 
a fracture of the skull, caused by be- 
ing struck on the head with a brick 
or some other similar article on 
the night of July 3.

THE MAYOR REFUSES WELCOME TO IRON- 
_MOLDERS AND LEAVES THE CITY. 


An Idcident That Shortened the Morning 
Session of the Iron-Molders’ Union of 
North America at Druids’ Hall To-Day— 
Business Before the Union—A Uniform 


lated by Employers and Men—Proceed- 
ings To-Day. 


The eighth biennial session of the Iron- 
molders’ Union of North America began this 
morning at Druids’ Hall. The national union 
is designed to forward the interests of 
the iron-molders of the country, but has 
never in its history, Secretary Martin Fox 
says, taken any part in the quarrels between 
the men and their employers on the matter of 
wages. Theentire wage question has been 
left to the local unions for regulation. The 
national union has existed to bind together 
these locals, and for their sustenance in time 
ot need.

MARLBOROUGH’S BRIDE: 


THE DUKE SATISFIED THAT HIS AMERICAN 
MARRIAGE 18 LEGAL 


An taterview With His Grace at the Resi- 
idence of the Dowager Duchess—So- 
ciety Henoring the New Duchess—An 
Evgiish Lawyers Opinion—A Startling 
Bamor. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-D 

LONDON, July 11.—‘‘I saw the Duke of Mari- 
borough yesterday afternoon at the geridence 
of his mother, the Dowager Duchess of Mari- 
borough, in Grosvenor Square, He was in 
excellent spirits, for whieh he found vent 
every now and then by whistiing under his 
breath afew bars of ‘‘Yankee Doodle. The 
Duke expressed his delight at meeting a rep- 
resentative of the Post-DISPATCH on this 
side of the water, and with learning that cop- 
pies of that paper would be sent to him every 
morning from the Post-DISPATCH Bureau in 
Cockspur street. The Duke put bis hand on a 
paragraph in yesterday morning's Standard 
cabled from New York, to the effect that many 
lawyers there wore of the opinion that his re- 
cent marriage with Mrs. Hammersicy was 
illegal. 

‘‘Iknow what you want to see me about, 
he said, ‘‘butIam afraid that it is a subject 
upon which Jean't speak just at present. I 
have no doubt that the lawyers who have so 
kindly stepped forward and given their opin- 
ions in the matter, without any hope of a fee, 
are very wise men, indeed, but’’—and here 
the Duke smiled dryly—‘‘I have learned some- 
thing of law by experience, and am sure that 
the service performed by Mayor Hewitt in the 
presence of the accredited representative of 
the British Consul-General is without flaw and 
above cavil. You see, I had given a great deal 
of thought to the matter, more, perhaps, than 
lawyers ho are not so interested person- 
ally. 

CALLING ON THE NEW DUCHESS, . 

While this conversation was going on in the 
library, carriage after carriage rolled up to 
the dark house, which seemed to frown upon 
the rays of sunshine chasing each other across 
its sombre front. Lackeys, footmen, gentle- 
mon, ushers were scrambling, shoving, elbow- 
ing each other to leave ecards or call upon the 
new Arerican Duchess. The crush grew 
thicker, and as I bowed myself out the Duke 
hastened into the drawing-room again to 
meet his old friends and introduce them 
to his new and handsome wife. Later 
in the evening I called upon George 
Lewis in regard to the validity of 
the marriage which New York lawyers have 
impugned. There is no doubt that Mr. Lewis 
isthe greatest authority on English law, in 
its relation to divorce, of any living man, so 
his deeision in favor of the legality of the cer- 
emony should be accepted as final and will 
bring great relief to Mrs. Hammersley’s friends. 

The telegram is nonsense, said Mr. 
Lewis. The marriage is perfectly valid. 
American law between partics over whom 
American courts have jurisdiction forbids re- 
marriage ofa guilty party during the lifetime 
of the petitioner, This American law can in 
uo way bind the Duke, who is an En- 
glishman, subject to the dominion of 
English courts. English law upon this 
subject is decisive. Thefifty-seventh section 
of 20 and 21 Victoria, Cap. 85. enacts that when 
the time limited for appealing against any de- 
cree dissolving a marriage shall bave expired 
and no appeal shall have been presented 
against such decree, it shall be lawful forthe 
respective parties thereto to marry again as if 
the prior marriage had been dissolved, by 
death. The Duke was, conseqtently, free to 
marry again, and inasmuch asthe lady whom 
he married was a widow suffering from no dis- 
ability by American law the marriage is be- 
yond doubt valid.’’ 

NOT OUT OF THE WOODS. 

Cards were issued yesterday by the Dowager 
Duchess of Marlborough for a reception to be 
given July 22 to meet Lillian, Duchess of Marl - 
borough. The Dowager Duchess has taken, I 
hear, the greatest fondness for her new 
daughter-in-law, and will probably go to 
Homburg for a few days with the newly mar- 
ried couple about the first week in August. It 
will be remembered that the Dowager Duchess 
stood by her son through thick and thin dur- 
ing the divorce case brought by the Marchion- 
ess of Blandford. 

If the rnmor which spread like wildfire last 
evening through clubland and Belgravia has 
any foundation in fact, the newly married 
Duke and his American bride are not out of 
the woods yet. It is stated that the Marchion- 


ess of Blandford, who is at present 
at Hinard, in France, is coming to 
England in a tew days and 


that on her arrival here she will apply to the 
courts for a summons against her former hus- 
band for contempt of the decree of court by 
which it was expressly stipulated that the re- 
spondent was not to marryagain. Iimagine, 
however, that this rumor is merely based 
upon a popular belief that the Marchioness Is 
apecullarly revengeful, if not a malicious, 
woman. This populnr opinion at the time of 
the divorcee case greatly neutralized public 
sympathy, which otherwise would have been 
overwhelmingly with the injured wife.

How They Use Usurped Power and Cripple 
the Police Force.

MARRIED HIS OWN DAUGHTER, 


The Sensational Story Told by a Rabbi of 
Brooklya, N. .

NEW YORK, July 11.—The Rev. Louis Pul- 
vermacher, rabbi of the Synagogue Mount 
Sinai, Washington street, Brooklyn, tells the 
story of a man in New York who married his 
own daughter without knowing her identity, 
One child was the fruit of their union. Rabbi 
Pulvermacher keeps a jewelry store on At- 
lantic avenue. The man who was unwittingly 
gullty of the terrible crime visits his place

She 
seemed at loss where to go. Seeing 
that she was of his own nation- 
ality he talked to her and ascertained that 
she had come from Vienna to seek some 
friends. After leaving Castle Garden she lost 
her way in the great city. The girl said that 
ber name was Mena Sterling, and Waldorf, 
whose sympathies had become aroused by 
her story, offered ber shelter for the night 
under his own roof, of which she gladly 
availed herself. Waldort’s housekeeper was 
instructed to give herevery care and atten- 
tion. Mena learned that her protector was a 
widower and had three children.

The Condition ef Yucatan; Its Possibilittes 
and Disadvantages—A Wild Country 
Given Over te Indians aad Ouatiaws— 
Where the Qld Aztec Superstitions Still 
Flourish—tThe Refuge for Oriminals of 
the Mexican Peninsula—A Lawiess Land 
and Its Inhabitants—Reminiseences of 
the Mexicap War From a Veteran—Why 
Americans Won. 


Carleton A, Edwards of Tucson, Ariz., 
arrived in the city this morning from an ex- 
tended trip through Northeastern Mexico and 
Yucatan. Mr. Edwards, who is over 70 years 
ot age, and a veteran of Taylor's army, was 
seen in the Lindell corridors by a POSstT- 
DISPATCH reporter, and asked as to 
the condition of affairs in the 
provinees whieh he had visited. It is the 
first time I have been in Mexico gince 1547,'’ 
said Mr, Edwards, and the first trip 1 ever 
made to Yucatan. lL only penetrated the west- 
ern borders ef that province in search of 
mines, and came to the conclusion that until 
the country was much more developed it would 
be useless to attempt mining operations ex- 
cept near the coast. 

DWELLERS IN YUCATAN. a 

„Few people have any idea what a wild and 
primitive country Yucatan is. It ig nomin- 
| ally under Mexican rule, but is practically an 
independent sort of No-Man’s land, without 
either law or government. The popula- 
tion ig mostly Indian, and the old 
Aztec blood is found there in greater 


uri than anywhere else on the 
exican Peninsula, To visit Yucatan 
isiike going back two hundred years, as the 
old habits, custome and superstitions of the 
aboriginal races are found there nearly intact. 
Of course this does not apply to the country 
contiguous to the few avenues of commerce, 
or the vicinity of the Mexicaa settlements. 
But in the hilly and wooded back country, 
where many of the inhabitants have neyer 
seen a white face, the Indians remain in much 
the same condition they were two cepturies 


0. 
% one whe cares much for peace and 
quiet, or who sets a high valueon his life, 
should travel far in Yucatan. Not only is the 
hostility of the native races voor fierce, but 
that province isthe refuge forall the crime 
and lawlessness that has made Mexico too 
hot to hold itand that has not sought safety 
on the Rio Grande border. 
AN OUTLAWS’ PARADISE. 

It a malefactor can escape to the wilds of 
Yucatan, he finds not only safety from pursuit 
but congenial companionship, and the con- 
seguence is that the outlying districts are in- 
fested with bands o cut-threats and 

who pursue thoir efa- 
1 callin almost totally unchecked. 

Jo man’s Ife js safe, if itis supposed that he 
has any valuables about him, and pursuit of 
the criminals is useless, as 1 defy the au- 
thorities in their swamp and hill fastneases. 
Yucatan is rich in minerals, and has great 
agricultural possibilities, but until it is oon 

uered, which it has never yet fully been, only 
the section along the coast will be capable of 
civilized development.“ 

‘‘In my trip through Northeastern Mex- 
Ido, Mr. Edwards went on to say, I passed 
over the line of march pursued by our army in 
1846 and 1847, and revisited the scenes 
of the two great struggles of the 
army of the upper line, Monteray and Buena 
Vista.

A THRILLING ADVENTURE. 


An Officer’s Desperate Battle With a Des- 
perado in a Doat.

LitrLe Rock, Ark., July 11,—A private letter 
from Arkansas City, Ark., says: Julius 
Amos, accused of larceny, was recently ar-

OPINIONS. HANDED DOWN AND JUDGMENTS 
RENDERED BY JUDGE BARCLAY. — 


Petition of the Glasgow Heirs Against the 
Condemnation of Papin street Dismissed 
Victory Over a Fire Insuranee Com- 
pany After a Three ears“ Fight— 
Notes in Court. 


Judge Barclay this morning dissolved the in- 
junction and dismissed the petition of 
the Glasgow heirs, who sought to 
prevent the condemnation of Papin 
street, between Twelfth and Thirteenth 
streets, where the first-named thorough- 
fare bounds the south side of the 
Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron O0. s 
works. A D111 was introduced in 
the Council] condemning the property, and the 
Assembly passed it. Judge Barelay in d- 
missing the petition says: ‘‘Under the present 
laws of this State and charter of this city, the 
latter has the right to vacate a public street 
by ordinance, thereby releasing the city from 
the duty of maintaining the street in repair, 
and from liability for any neglect of such 
duty. To the Municipal Assembly is delegated 
the power to exercise such right, and itis 
the duty of the Assembly to exercise 
that power as trustees for the people 
whose representatives they are. Under ez- 


isting instructions of the law on this subject, 
no inquiry as tothe motives or intentions of 
the membsrs of the Assembly is permissible. 
The ordinance having been Ar Bnovee’ 
and being within the power of the embly 
in the premises, is valid in so far as it vacates 
the street, that is to say. insofar as it sur- 


ur 
} renders the control and corresponding lability 


of the city for the street. The effect of thus 
vacating the street is a question not properly 
before the Court at present, and is hence not 
diseussed. The injunction will be dissolved 
and the petition dismissed,’’

The Romance of a Kefined Woman Who

and renounced her. She laid the blame of 
her disappointment in love on her parents 
and friends and in a fit of anger and spite she 
eloped with and married an ignorant and un- 
couth young fellow, named Harvey Deyo, who 
bad been doing menial jobs around her board- 
ing bouse at the Springs, and with whom she 
bad struck up a chance acquaintance. 

The elopement made a stirring sensation 
foratime. The ill-matchec pair went to the 
vicinity of the husband’s native place in 
Chenago County, and ina lonely spot, on the 
side of the ountain between Oxford and 
Coventry, they built a small rude cabin which 
they occupied for nearly a score of years 
thereaitter as a home. At first the young 
wife’s relatives used every possible induce- 
ment and entreaty to persuade to forsake her 
spouse and coarse and uncongenial surround- 
ings and return to a home ot refinement and 
ease, but all efforts In this direction were un- 
availing and ultimately abandoned.

THE BEOWNS’ LEFT FIELDER PRONOUNCED 
SICK BY A PHYSICIAN. 


His Trouble, One of the Stomach, Will Not
